Report and the Budget Estimates. The term of the new Managing

2. Administration—Sri Ganga Ram Yadava, Collector, Mathura, 
held the office of the Chairman from Ist April to llth May, 148 and 
Sri J. N. Ugra for the rest of the year. 

Sri KR. D. Bajpai, M.a., acted as Curator and Seoretary throughout 
the year except from 2ist May to 19th June, 1948, when he was 
on earned leave and Sri J. P. Chaturvedi, Sub-Curator, worked as 
officiating Curator in addition to his own duties,

4. Acquisition—During the year 72 items, mostly consisting 
of sculptures and terracottas, were added to the Museum (Appendix 
A). The following among them especially deserve mention: Part 
of a beautifully carved Jaina Ayagapatta of early Kushana period ; 
a corner railing pillar with amorous scene (Sunga) ; a cross-bar carved 
with human-faced animal figurea having long horns (Sunga) ; a female 

- torso from Mansa Devi site (early Medieval); two heads with promi- 
| nent head-dresses (Kushana); a terracotta female torso depicting 
‘the lady in a graceful pose (Gupta) ; a very interesting terracotta piece 
showing garden sports (Sunga) ; toilet scene in which a lady, clad 
in tunic and petticoat, is arranging her hair with the help of a mirror 
(Sunga) and a terracotta elephant with two male riders (early Bunga). 

During the year, $1 coins were added to the Museum Coin Cabinet 
consisting of 8 gold, 32 silver and 41 copper coins. 

5. Arrangement—The Curator made a periodwise arrangement 
of selected terrecottas in different show cases. This was much 
appreciated by scholars and specialists, who visited the Museum. Some 
of the old exhibits were replaced by suitable new ones. The labelling 
work was completed in all the galleries. Glass-framed wooden labels 
were provided for the exhibits arranged in the open verandah to give 
them greater durability. Selected specimens of pottery and bricks 
from various sites of Mathura were exhibited for the first time in a new 
show case. 

6. Educational Activities—As usual, large number of students 
from local and outside schools and colleges visited the museum. 
They were taken round by the Museum staff in batches and were ex- 
plained the significance of exhibits in different galleries, Students of 
History, Art and Archaeology derived much benefit from the Museum. 
Photographs of important antiquities were supplied to scholars in and 
outside India. The Curator delivered six public lectures organised by 
lacal schools and colleges and literary associations, the subject of 
the lectures being local history, origin and development of script, im- 
portance of museums and other phases of Indian art and archaeology. 

7. Research and Publication—The Curator kept himself engaged 
in studying the old and new material in the Museum.. As a result of 
his studies he published 22 articles in English and Hindi in various 
journals and magazines. He also took up the work on coins with a 
view to preparing a catalogue of all the coins in the Museum cabinet. 
A lot of 698 silver, copper and lead coins, which were very badly affected 
was sent to the Superintendent, @entral Asian Antiquities “Museum, 
New Delhi, for cleaning in his laboratory.

9, Museum Building—As usual, the Museum bnilding and gardens 
Were Maintained in a neat and tidy condition during the year. Some 
more flower plants were planted on the roadside to give ample shade 
and the lawns were further improved.

the northern wing of the Museum was named as*‘Radha Krishna Wing” 
after the namo of the late Pt. Radha Krishna, who devoted his life in 
enriching this Museum, 

10. Visitors—The Museum was visited by a large number of visi- 
tors from India and abroad, The distinguished visitors were—Mr. 
H,- Lestoquoy, French Embassy, New Delhi, Sir H. J. Kania, 
Chief Justice of India; Dr. A. 5. Altekar, Banaras; K. Prasad, - 
Director General of Post and Telegraph in India; Hon’ble K, San- 
thanam; Dr. N. P. Chakravarti, Director General of Archaeology 
in India and Sri M. 8. Vats, Deputy Director General of Archaeology 
in Inclia. 

11. General—At the direction of Government a set of seven anti- 
quities was sent to the Indian Embassy at Washington for being dis- 
Played there. 

Twelve selected exhibits were given on loan for the Buddhist Art 
Exhibition organised by the Maha Bodhi Society of India at Caloutta. 
Some sculptures, terracottas, charts and diagrams were also sent to 
the Aligarh District Exhibition held there in the month of March, 1949. 
All these exhibits were received back by the Museum in due course. 

Five big written in Hindi advertising the Museum were ex- 
hibited at prominent places of the town to attract general public to 
the Museum.
